Of Investigation

Confessions have been ob- 
tained in an investigation of 
the illegal disposition of part 
of $225,000 worth of war sur- 
plus materials purchased by 
'the State, Atty. Gen. Eugene 
Cook disclosed yesterday. 

Cook said some of the sur- 
plus materials were fllegally 
disposed of by “a State offi- 
cial or officials.” 

The confessions 
from “a _ person 


were obtained 
or persons’ 


‘through which the materials were 
‘illegally “channeled,” the Attorney 


declared. 

He did not name the State of- 
ficials or departments involved, 
nor did he name the person or 
persons who have confessed. 

“This investigation has been un- 
der way for some time by agents 
of the Federal Government in col- 
laboration with me as’ Attorney 
General,” he said. “The investiga- 
tion has not been completed, but 
enough progress has been made to 
give you an idea of what I meant 
when I said that I was investigat- 
ing charges of fraud and graft in 
the State Government.” 

Cook said he would prosecute 
the case when the investigation is 
completed. 

The -Attorney General’s §state- 
ment was made after his testi- 
mony before a closed meeting of 
the Senate Finance Committee 
last week was made a matter 
public record when the Commit- 
tee made its report to the Senate. 

This was the first public disclos- 
ure that Cook had obtained a con- 
fession in his investigation. 

Nowhere in Cook’s testimony be- 
fore the Senate Committee did he 
name persons or State depart- 
ments under investigation. 

Last week, however, Sen. Willis 
Smith, of Carrollton, a member of 
the Committee, disclosed that 
Cook’s investigation was aimed at 
the State De, ‘tment of Educa- 
tion and its surplus commodity dl- 
vision. 

The transcript of Cook’s testi- 
mony on the executive session of 
the Finance Committee showed' 
that he told the Committee he had 
enough evidence at that time to 
submit to a Grand Jury, but that 
if he did submit it to a Grand 
Jury without completing his iIn- 
vestigation “the little man would 
get hurt and somebody is going 
free.” 

He.told the Committee he had 2a 
confession that no records were 
kept on disposition of part of the 
$225,000 worth of materials. 

Cook also told the Senators he 
was investigating some matters 
that go back to former administra- 
tions. 

The Senate adopted a resolution 
to continue a finance subcommilt- 
'tee to work with Cook in his In- 
ivestigations.

They Say the Courthouse Is ‘Nervous’ 


Reports from the Courthouse are that 
the atmosphere there, since the sensa- 
tional turns of the Carpenter case, in which 
a controversial civil court judge of Ful- 
ton County was arrested for shooting at 
his estranged wife’s attorney, has become 
jumpy and tense. 


We think it might be well for the next 
grand jury, which is to be an investigat- 
Ing jury, to go thoroughly into the coun- 
ty affairs. Judge Carpenter was charged 
by his wife with being an owner of liquor 
stores. He denied it and there is no of- 
ficial proof of it. But, obviously suspicious 
that all was not right in the county’s han- 
diing of the liquor business, the last grand 
jury recommended that a law be passed 
requiring sworn statements of ownership. 
The State Department of Revenue has un- 
covered irregularities, including one per- 
jured statement as to ownership. Judge 
Carpenter’s decision to run for the County 
Commission, a decision later withdrawn, 
caused consternation in the Courthouse 
circles. Gossip was his proposed race was 
one of “revenge.” Since then there has 
been constant gossip about “influences” 
at work.

Our Own Rules 


Bar Better Government 


Let it be said at the outset that I am not 
thumping the tubs for fewer counties. I know 
there are too many of them, but the way is open 

for county consolidation whenever the people want it. It is not a 
force measure. If the people are willing to keep on accepting poor 
schools and poor government whose every service is third rate, it is 
a free country and they can keep right on doing so. 

But this does not obscure, in this time of talk about taxes and 
government, the basic cause of at least some of our sickness as 
a State. The facts are that our own rules—the rules we have 
made for ourselves—make it impossible to bring about a cure. 

There are about 40 to 50 of our 159 counties which. political 
experts have told me across many years, vote so few people, are 
so wretchediy poor, they long ago lost all political ethics and can 
be “changed” right up to, and including, the night before election. 
some, indeed, put the number at 60. I do not make these charges. 
I beheve them. 


| eR If they be true, as the men who have been able to “change” 

them say it 1s true, then what we have is 40 to 50 counties. 
which vote a few hundred persons, most of whom in one way or 
another, are related or obligated to the courthouse boys; but which 
in a very real sense are the most important counties in the State 
because by virtue of our unit system they can be, and very. often 
are, the balance of power in a State contest. The theory of the 
“good man” runs headlong into this harsh fact. 

These counties react not at all to any progressive suggestion. 
The men who contro! them do not want any change. They dis- 
courage any new industry in their counties. They have, in effect, 
come to regard their counties as their personal property. They 
use them carefully in political trading and wil! not hesitate, savy 
the men who have dealt with them, to switch over at the last 
minuté no matter what former commitments have been made, if 
Dy so,doihg they can get on the bandwagon and be in a position 


to demand a larger slice of pie 

Talk This long has been common talk in the camps of all the 
factions. Those of Talmadge, Rivers, Arnal] Thompson 

and others, at election times. As I sav, never having been in on 

the buying or persuading of a county, | know nothing of my own 

knowledge, but 1 have heard it through the years from the leaders 

of all factions and I do not question it. 

This, I submit, is not at all a matter of consolidation of coun- 
ties, but is a matter of government. These small counties pav 
the salaries of county officials who work, at best. a few hours 
a week. The handling of the ad valorem tax, for example, requires 
almost no work at all, since the homestead exemption act and the 
habit of many assessors of allowing low valuations, leaves little 
al valorem tax to be collected. Yet it remains as a full-time, annual 
job. This, plus the other assets of such a position, is what they guard. 

[ am not, I repeat, suggesting or initiating a campaign for the 
end to this venality, waste and foolishness. If the people want it 
they can have it, that being our custom. But it is possible to won- 
der why they want it. It is something worth discussing. It pre- 
vents good, efficient government. It compromises candidates. 


Appeals It Is a fact that in those counties where the citizens 

occasionally begin to wonder out loud about it, the 
appeal to patriotism and the calis to defend the sacred name and 
traditions of dear old Siwash County, almost inevitably come from 
some person who has leaped out of the chair leaned against the 
big shade tree on the courthouse lawn to rally the patriots to 
the defense. 

There is some merit and truth in the claim that a balance of 
the rural interests against those of the city is a good thing, but 
this is true only to a limited degree. If we are becoming a people 
of cities, with fewer and fewer persons left on the land, then we 
will have to work out a plan of farm aid and farm assistance which 
will not ignore the fact the majority of people live in urban com- 
munities where needs differ. 


Argument The argument falls flat when we consider how the 
political leaders of all factions look with contempt 
and cynical amusement upon the fact that, according to their esti- 
mate, about a fourth of our small counties are venal and have, 
in any reasonably close election or primary, the balance of power. 
This, if true, and there seems to be no dispute about it, means 
that we do not have a balance of town and county, but a deference 
to venality. An honest candidate must compromise himself so 
long as he faces defeat because of the rules. 

In other words, our own rules make it impossible for us to 
have more honest elections, to attract more able men as candidates, 
to obtain better government and a more wholesome State. 

There are without doubt too many counties, many of which are 
out-and-out parasites in no manner justifying their existence, and 
whose people would get a better break in some intelligent con- 
solidation with neighboring counties with assets and with county 
governments of ability. But the people rarely seem to care. . The 
way is open to those who want it. Until that way is taken, we must 
assume everyone is content and happy to live in those counties 
which are not doing the job of providing first-rate. government 
and services—and can never hope to do so—but must exist as a 
bloc against efficient government.

This election is significant because Sen. Byrd 
has become the symbol! of conservative revolt 
within the Democratic Party against its Progres- 
sive elements. He was the conservative cham- 
pion against Franklin D. Roosevelt's New Deal 
as he is against Harry Truman's Fair Deal. The 
conservative wing of the party, largely concen- 
trated in the South, has looked to him for lead-

Richmond, the capital where his hench- 
men so long have ruled, has become the capi- 
tal of a sort of modern Confederacy.

He is appealing to 
State pride and tradition by urging that Virginia 
resume her proper role in the party and in the 
nation as a progressive, forward-looking State. 


The Byrd machine admittedly has the ad- 
vantage of organization. It has been one 
of the most efficient political machines in the 
country. {t has maintained control through a 
restricted franchise and the careful distribu- 
tion of patronage. Basically its theory is that 
government should be in the gentlemanly tra- 
dition and kept safely within the hands of a 
few conservative leaders. As a result, too 
little has been done for the rank-and-file 
citizens. Virginia ranks low among the states 
in several particulars, including education, 
which is conceded by all candidates in their 
emphasis on better educational facilities as a 
leading issue. . 


One of four candidates, Horace N. Edwards, 
former mayor of Richmond, is advocating a two 
percent sales tax for education. Formerly a Byrd 
machine leader, he resigned as State Democratic 
Chairman to enter the Governor’s primary. This 
is interpreted by some as an indication that he, at 
least, may fee] that the Byrd machine is cracking. 
The other candidate, Remmie L. Arnold, a Peters- 
burg pen manufacturer, represents the very con- 
servative business element in the State. 

How much of a vote these two concededly 
minor candidates may attract, and from which of 
the major candidates they draw most, undoubted- 
ly will affect the outcome of the Battle-Miller con- 
test. Experts agree the race will be close. For 
the first time in Virginia’s history Republicans 
have a gubernatorial primary of their own, in 
which Walter Johnson, of Heathville, is the un- 
contested candidate. 


There's Still a Chance in Burma 


RANGOON, Burma—Here as elsewhere in Asia, the nation- 
alist leaders who are now trying to govern Burma are rather like 
intelligent but neurotic adolescents. They are adolescent in their 
lack of experience of the hard realities ef power and politics. And 
they are neurotic in their obsessive fear of losing their hard-won 
independence. 

Yet, because Burma’s leaders are also highly intelligent, they 
are capable of learning. They are now learning some difficult 
lessons. It is this which makes it possible to say that the mess 
which is Burma today is not a hopeless mess. 


Lessons The first lesson, which they have already learned, is 

that Communists are Communists. Like Indonesia’s, 
Burma’s nationalist. government had originally a strong fellow- 
traveling coloration. Every possible effort was made to appease 
the Communists. When the Communists, nevertheless, took up arms 
against the government, in obedience to the Kremlin’s Asian strat- 
egy, the fellow-traveling tinge began rapidly to fade, although it 
has not vet faded out entirely. 

The second lesson which the Burmese leaders are learning is 
that they must have a settlement with the rebellious Karens. As 
long as the tough Karens are in revolt, Burma will remain a 
quivering jelly which the Chinese Communists will ultimately con 
sume with ease. If the authority of the government is to be 
re-established. the Karens must be transformed from the enemies 
of the government into its active allies. 

The third lesson has been, for quite understandable reasons, tne 
most difficult to learn. It is simply that without some help from 
the outside, the mess in Burma will never be cleared up, and the 
Communists will inherit the power which the British surrendered. 


F This lesson has been so difficult because the Burmese 
eals leaders react to anything that smacks of “intervention” 
as though they had been flicked with a whip in an open wound. 
They are obsessed with the fear that somehow the British, or even 
perhaps the Americans, will seize power in Burma. However un- 
reasonable this fear may be, it is necessary to recognize its exist- 
ence to understand not only what is going on here but elsewhere 
in Asia. ‘“You’ve got to remember,” remarked one astute Ameri- 
can here. “that they’re as scared of us as they are of the Com- 
munists.” | 

This is still partly true, but it is a great deal less true than 
it was only a few months ago, when it was impossible to help the 
sovernment of- Burma simply because the government refused al! 
help. Now, by way of contrast, the Burmese leaders are reluctantly 
considering the possibility of oufside mediation in their dispute 
with the Karens. which is probably the only way a settlement 
with the Karens can be achieved. Moreover, they are nervously 
toving with a British Commonwealth offer of aid in the form of 
money and arms. They are inspecting the offer from every pos 
sible angle, to make sure that no imperialist strings are attached, 
but they have gone so far as to send Vice Premier Ne Win to 
London to talk things over. And, finaly, Premier Thakin Nu has 
made an open bid for American capital investment in Burma, which 
would have been unthinkable a few months ago. 


: Thakin Nu’s bid is hardly likely to find an 
Opportunity eager response now, simply because any cCapl- 
talist would be mad to invest a dollar in Burma today. Yet, if 
only the mess can be cleared up in time, through a settlement 
with the Karens and help from the Commonwealth, there will be 
breath-taking opportunities for economic development in this rich 
country. with its huge unexploited coal and oil reserves:and its 
great food surplus. With peace, capital investment, and technical 
assistance. a sudden, sharp rise in the standard of living of the 
people here is wholly predictable. } 

Thus a Burma with a political and economic structure suf fi- 
ciently strong permanently to withstand the Communist drive south 
in Asia is at least possible. But it is no more than possible. It 
is based on a whole series of ifs—if a settlement with the Karens 
can be reached, if effective economic and military aid is forth- 
coming from the British Commonwealth, if the necessary capital 
and technical assistance comes from the United States, above all, 
if there is time to clean up the mess before the Chinese Commu- 
nist armies reach the borders of Burma.

Chile produces all the world’s natural nitrate. 
1,450,000 tons of it a year. The nitrate deposits 
Stretch over an area some 400 miles in length. 
And it would come as a shock to the Toombs 
County farmers who value it so highly as fe 
tilizer to see that, in the section from which it 
comes, there is not a shrub or tree, not a weed 
or leaf of grass, not ¢ven, in fact. a cactus. But 
that is because the ‘Chilean desert is one of the 
world’s driest areas, with less humidity than 


the Sahara 


However, in the interest of accuracy, I 
must report that stories to the effect that it 
rains here only every 20 years or so are 
exaggerated. I talked today to a man who 
has been here since 1913 and he recalls dis- 
tinctly having seen it rain four times. 


Nitrate was formerly mined by hand, in rela- 
tively small quantities, and precipitated by the 
so-called Shanks Process, which was considerably 
expensive. As a consequence, after World War l, 
Chilean nitrate was hard put to meet the compe- 
tition of the synthetics produced by methods de- 
veloped by German scientists to meet the Kaiser's 
military needs. Many of Chiles small Shanks 
Process plants went under,

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The Cappelen Smith, or “Guggenheim 
Process,” as it ironically came to be called, 
saved the natural nitrate industry. It is 
done almost entirely mechanically and is 
able profitably to process ore running as low 
as seven percent whereas the:Shanks method 
operated at a loss if the nitrate content ran 
less than 20 percent. So successful was the 
plant at Maria Elena, which began opera- 
tion in 1926, that another was built at near- 
by Pedro de Valdiva in 1931. 


Between them, they produce. 63 percent of 
Chile’s nitrate, to do which they daily process 
66,000 tons of ore. The scope of their operations 
is naturally fabulous. Despite the fact that every- 
thing possible is done mechanically, a working 
force of nearly 12,000 Is employed. They have 
their own raitroad, 150 miles long, to carry the 
nitrate to their own port, Tocopilla, where seven 
ships were loading the day I visited. 


There has been as yet no falling off in 
the demand for nitrates. But well do the 
Chilean nitrate people réalize that the many 
additional synthetic nitrate plants construct 
ed during the last war will be fizhting for 
business once things really get competitive 
again, < 


Of course they find some reassurance in the 
fact that natural nitrate has been in demand 
since 1830 and, although 93 percent of the mar- 
ket is now held by synthetics, many farmers stil] 
demand the Chilean product if only for the ad- 
ditional substances—boron, iodine, potash and 
even small amounts of copper and zinc—which 
nature put into the natural product. 

“Chemistry may be able to imitate our prod- 
uct,” say the natural nitrate men confidently. 
“But itll never be able to duplicate its impuf-

He Won't Leave His Rocker Again 


TATE MOUNTAIN—I have called off my feud with my neighbor down the

He is a reflective type of man who has long contended that any type of physical 

exercise is very bad for the system, and in adhering strictly to this theory he

more athletic who work themselves into a state of exhaustion rowing boats, flogging the waters in 
an effort to catch a fish, or swimming about until they drag themselves out on the dock, panting 


like lizards. 


His theory is that man is not an aquatic 
animal. If he had been, the Lord would have 
constructed him with gills and fins, or would 
have made him amphibious, like a turtle. Since 
He did neither of these things, my friend has 
contended that man is not supposed to go into 
any water deeper than that contained in a bath- 
tub, and even this much submersion must not 
be attempted too frequently. 

_ In consequence, each day when I drive by 
his house and inquire, in a neighborly manner, 
whether or not he would ride over to the dock 
and go swimming, he declines with great po- 
liteness and gives me a brief and erudite lec- 
ture on the shortcomings of swimming as a sport. 


Too great a devotion to the baths, he 
points out, was one of the causes contrib- 
uting to the decline and fall of Rome. and 
he expresses the belief that this country is 
going the same way.

So I press the invitation, and bless 
my soul, to everybody’s great surprise, he comes 
along. He strides out on the dock, wearing a 
pair of trunks he evidently had stowed away 
in moth balls since the time of the Chicago 
World’s Fair, and, amid the loud applause of the 
startled onlookers who are familiar with his well- 
known aversion to swimming, he poises on the 
side ready to leap in. He makes several in- 
quiries as to the temperature of the water, one 
f his favorite theories being that the sudden 
shock of jumping into cold water places a great 
strain on the heart.

A Judge Can't Judge When He's Hungry 


WASHINGTON—A dozen Federal judges hung their threadbare robes on the wall, packed box 


lunches, and hurried 


to Washington via day coach to plead for a raise in wages. 


Their general 


idea, expressed in language judicial, seemed to be that it’s tough to hand out justice when you're 


worrying about the grocery bill. 

The hungry jurists were in something of a 
spot. Even in a seersucker suit a judge is sup- 
posed to be dignified, but how can a fellow 
look impressive when he’s standing with his 
hat in his hand, asking the boss, please, for a 
raise? 

The justices solved that one in part by bring- 
ing along some of their constituents, consisting 
of the lawyers practicing before their bars, who 
agreed that it’s a disgrace to pay a Federal dis- 
trict judge only $15,000 per year. 

While the magistrates nodded their heads, 
mostly snowy, Pres. Henry W. Beer, of the New 
York, New Jersey and Connecticut Federal Bar 
Association, summed up their thoughts. 


“The lawyers of New York have been 
deeply grieved about the way Congress has 
mistreated our Federal judges ... like Or- 
phan Annies,” he said. “There’s only one way 
to get justice and that’s from judges who 
have peace of mind.” 


Several more legal lights spoke in similar 
vein and then the judges mostly acting embar- 
rassed about the whole idea, put their plight up 
to the House Judiciary Committee. Before the 
Committee was a couple of bills to boost judges’ 
wages $5,000 per year. 

Circuit Judge John E. Miller, of Fort Smith, 
Ark., for instance, said he was having his own 
troubles getting by on his $15,000. He said he

hadn’t noticed that it cost less to live in Fort 
Smith than anywhere else; he added that the 
price of sending his boy to college was the same 
as if he lived in a big city. 

District Judge Royce R. Savage, of Tulsa, 
Okla., an intense little man behind rimless eye- 
glasses, put the proposition like a geometry. 
problem: (1) The stability of the Government de- 
pends on the confidence of the people in their 
courts. (2) Judges, therefore, must be able men. 
(3) And how are you going to hire a good 
judge for $15,000? 

Several other judges talked along the same 
lines and the Congressmen were indicating deep- 
est sympathy when, suddenly, all hands got a 
jolt. Judge Murrary Hulbert, of New York, had 
thought through this raise business. 

He was all for the extra $5,000 for his fellow 
jurists, but he wasn’t much interested in it for 
himself. Just being a Federal judge was a great 
satisfaction to him. 


“And as for this increase,” he said, “‘it 
doesn’t mean much to me. I will get $1,100 
more per year if the raise is granted: Uncle 
Sam will take back the other $3,900 in in- 
come taxes.” 


His fellow jurists went, ulp. I can’t sav I 
blame ’em. For what’s the use of a raise if the 
boss makes you kick back four fifths of it? 
That’s the question now before the court and its 
answer should be of interest to all the rest of us.

Vliavianos was other- 
wise shown in association with Communist ele- 
ments in the United States. He is now in Paris. 
He is an old friend or associate of Drew Pearson. 


In view of the fact that the National Herald 
never had a correspondent at the White House 
before or since Madeline Karr’s assignment, I 
made inquiries in New York. The expense did 
not seem to me to be justified. 

When Mr. Marketos took over, the Herald 
had lost $26,718.82 during the preceding period 
of nine months. Nevertheless Vlavianos paid 
Mrs. Kerr $50 a week for meager Washington 
coverage. 

Mrs. Karr went to Athens in April, 1946. The 
files show that in that month the Herald printed 
only four of her pieces. There were two stories 
from Athens and two from Paris in May. In June 
there was one from Washington from a $50-a-week 
regular staff correspondent. There were two in 
July, two in August, none in September, eight 
in October, seven in November, two in December, 
two in January, 1947, and none in February or 
March. Marketos took over in March and dis- 
continued using the Karr copy although he paid 
Mrs. Karr until July 30. 


On that date, B. J. Marketos, publisher, 
for the National Herald, wrote Mr. Ross at 
the White House that “as of today, Mrs. 
Madeline Karr, who heretofore has been at- 
tending the White House press conferences 
in our behalf, will no longer be our Wash- 
ington correspondent.” 


The cost of living as a correspondent in Athens 
and other capitals was roughly $30 a day during 
Mrs. Karr’s assignment to Europe and the cost 
of transportation would have been about $1,200. 
But the books of the Herald disclose only one 
item of expense allowance paid to Madeline 
Karr. That was for $200.

Without doubt it is a mag- 
nificent piece of jewelry— 
oval-shaped of bright gold 
and centered with a huge 
faultless diamond, from 
which radiates rows of 
smaller diamonds. the whole 
being bordered with pear- 
shaped pearls. 

And encased in the back is a 
lock of human hair. Whose? 

It could be the hair of Peter 
the Great of Russia, who lived 
from 1672 to 1725, or it could 
have belonged to Czarina Alex- 
andrie, or to any of the inter- 
vening tussian monarchs ofr 
their loves. Mrs. A. E. McCann, 
owner of this resplendent pend- 
ant, doesn’t have the faintest 
idea whose head it once graced, 
but she does know that the jew- 
eiry, given her five vears ago by 
her aunt, Miss Enid Handyfide 
McCann, has a fascinating his- 
tory. 

It belonged originally to Pe- 
ter the Great, who passed it on 
to Alexander III, who, in turn, 
gave it to his son, Nicholas II, 
the last Czar of Russia. His wife 


was Czarina Alexandrie, whose | 


four sons were slain by the Bol- 
sheviks in Siberia. 

The pendant was given to 
Mrs. McCann’s’ great-grandfa- 
ther, Nichol Handyfide, by Nich- 
olas II, as a token of apprecia- 
tion for the services he rendered 
as consul to Russia from Eng- 
land in 1860.

More grass and pastures, it said, 
would support a larger livestock 
population, and hence consumer 
supplies of meats and dairy proa- 
ucts would be larger. 

The program calls for smaller 
acreages of such crops as wheat, 
cotton, field grains, flaxseed, soya 
beans and peanuts. Surpluses are 
accumulating in the case of all 
these. 

Various soil and water conserva- 
tion practices are recommended 
for individual farms. The Depart- 
ment aids co-operating farmers in 
carrying out these practices. 

Programs of this nature have 
been in effect each year since the 
mid-'30s, although they were min.- 
mized during the war. Govern- 
ment aid is in the form of materi- 
als such as lime, fertilizers and 
seed; services such as use of pow- 
er machinery for moving dirt, and 
cash reimbursements for conserva- 
tion practices. 

The Department said the Gov- 
ernment aid will average less than 
half of the total out-of-pocket cost 
of the practices to farmers. 

In no case will an individual 
farmer get more than $2,500 in 
materials, services and payments. 
This limit is set by law 

A list of recommended practices 
will be submitted to State and 
county agencies. The latter will 
select those which need local em- 
phasis. Farmers in turn; will be 
permitted to adopt measures which 
will help most in saving their soil.
